Hello Jeff, 


I haven't used that antenna much, so I can't say too much 
about it. I have made several qrp contacts with it and it 
did work. I can tell you more after the trip. 


The antenna is well made and is easy to adjust. I use a 

MFJ antenna analyzer to resonate the antennna, (simply adjusting 
the whip to a low SWR). I will use 8 radials attatched to the 
ground side of the antenna. The more the merrier. I'm going to try 
a single wire tied to the same spot but grounded in the ocean. 


I kept notes on just how long the whip had to be for which frequencies. 
The instructions said that moving the wander lead was all that was 
neccessary after adjusting the whip for SWR. But I found this to be 
not so. It must be adjusted some,in some cases 3 to 4 inches. 

No big deal with a tuner, but I like to start with optimum values. 


So look for a review when I get back.

Oh well, cat's out of the bag. That junkyard is in Austin on Howard 
Lane. It's called American Metal Products. 


Today I went on a rescue mission out there and saved a (small) 
xgarbage bag fullx of hollow-state devices (toooobs!) from the maws of 
the crusher. Got a handfull of 6146A's and a zillion 7 and 9 pin 
miniatures plus some WWII era 6J6's and a 6E5 magic eye tube. I pulled 
each one out of a piece of working gear (old GE Pre-progs, some 
Aerotron 50MHz things and old test equipment) so they're probably 
mostly good.

It's got a really nice reduction vernier built in and uses those 
steatite insulators. It's also got "constant frequency" plate tapers. 
Make a nice VFO or somethin’. 


Also bought a Glassman 20kV, 13mA power supply that's repairable. I'm 
not sure why. Everything cost me about $7 this trip. 


Everything's 15 cents per pound. Bring your hardhat, toolbelt and lots 
of H202 and Band-Aids (have your tetanus booster up to date, too!). If 
your car has nice seats, be sure to cover them ‘cause you'll be FILTHY 
after about an hour out there. Mornings are best since when it gets to 
be 100+ deg F, the stuff gets too hot to handle and the big stacks of 
crushed (unwashed) tomato cans get xextrax stinky. I'll never eat a 
sun dried tomato again.
